Taking their places on the risers, some begin to meditate and worship, while 
others continue to visit with one another. The Instrumentalists warm up playing 
various scales, "do-bops", etc. One "sound man" scurries about the 
stage blowing Into microphones .,. 

The prayer group breaks up. The worship leader comes to the 
microphone, waving greetings to various people, both In choir and 
In the “congregation"... 

The choir begins to take shapel Dancers begin to assemble behind the 
worship leader and worship team. Worship leader begins to exhort the people:)
